HER MAJESTY PEOCLAIMED E-M 
PEESS OF INDIA. 



The Most Gorgeous Spectacle of 
Modern Times. 



XiOndoQ papora of January 2d Lave 
been received whicL give glowing ac» 
coantB of the ceremonies attending 
the proclamation of tho title of Queen 
Victoria as Enijjress of ludiii. These 
ceremonies took phitju on tho great 
plain near Delhi, and undoubtedly 
aOTorded the most gorgeous spectacle 
of modern times. In anticipation of 
the event, a canvas city sprang up 
around Delhi, covering' an extent of 
seven or eight niile.-i, lying for most 
part to the noith and west part of tho 
ridge, but with sooie few catnpa be- 
tween the ridge and the town. The 
largest of the latter is that of tho Ni- 
zam. The young Prince himself oc- 
cupied IVIetcalf House, and his retain- 
ers spread over nearly a mile to the 
north and south. Next came the 
Maharajah of Mysore, whose car^p vmn 
more modest in size, and next to him 
the Gaekwar, whose famous gold and 
silver guns attracted many visitors; 
oi:it.sido tho cashmere gates were tho 
visitors and the Punjaub civil oflicers' 
camps. Immediately beyond these 
was- the most striking of all encamp- 
ments—that of tho Maharajah of 
Cashniero. The coHtiiincs of the retain- 
ers, tho cuii-;isHiei-a and men in chain 
mail, gave an idea of 

BAKBAIllC I'OJll' AND SPLENDOUR 

UnRurpasRod by any of tho chiefs. 
Tho interior of tho Ahiharrjiih's tent 
was lined with the liueat Cashmere 
Bhawls, and was very beautiful. Tho 
majority of the official camps were 
juBt below the spot where tho Dohli 
field force lay dining tho siogc. They 
were arranged on tho plan of a gigan- 
tic letter T, the perpendicular liuo 
representing a wide street with tents 
on each side, and tho hori/.ontal linn 
a smaller street ou tho same plan. At 
tho point of intorsectiou tlicro was a 
largo opon spact?, oniaiiK.'iitcd with 
flowers and shrubs, and a llagstafl' iu 
the centre. Facing the main street 
and flagstaff was the Vicei'oy's can:[). 
Tho main Btrcet, sixty yards wide, 
couHinted of tents, oceupied by mem- 
bers of tho Council .'iiid tho Viooroy's 
guests. Hound tlio llagstafi" was a 
mass of greenery, facing which and 
io'oklag down the street toward tho 
ridge were the Viceroy's State tents. 
The camps of the Govornnrs of Madras 
and Bombay wore situated on tho right 
and loft of the Viceroy , and beyond 
tho camp of tho govt.'i-nor uf Bombay 
were the camps of the Lieiilonuut- 
Govornors of Bengal, tho Norlhwust 
provinces and tho runjuul), ^vith 
various Chief Coiiinii8.sioncrs and tho 
Govoruor-Crenoral 'h ngontn eloBe at 
band. Tho Cotuiniindcrs in Chief of 
India and Bombay werti placed ne.tr 
the Viceroy, with their camps in the 
tame T shape. Olose by were tents 
pf llTe Yioeroy'g esoorb, and tho ro> 



mainder of the military force was 
encamped by divisions in various ])03- 
itious behind tho native chiefs. Tlien 
there were the miscollaueous camps, 
iuoluding those of the foreign Consuls, 
attaches, the European Press, tho 
native Press, the police, tho telegr.iph 
and Post Office, the visitor.s, and tho 
Bengal native gentleman. 

THE BTATl! OF ENTHV OF Tili; VICEltOV. 

Lord Lytton, took place on Decenibor 
22d, wiicn, though 2 o'clock was the 
time fixed for his arrival, from early 
morning the roads were crowded 
with troops. The native chiefs and 
their foUowinga hastenod to take up 
the positions allotted to them along 
the liuo of procession, and the spectn- 
tors wore trying to reach some jjoiuL 
which gave a good view of tho line o( 
march. The greater chiefs, with their 
retinues and elephants, lined the 
llidge road. The Princes of l\aj[)oo- 
tana wore drawn up near tho railway 
station. The view from the terraced 
room of tho Jumna Musjid was most 
striking. Tho space in front of tin; 
old fort of Solimghur, .botweeii tho 
fort and the Musjid, tho plain was 
crowded with spectators. The .Musjid 
stops were closely packo 1 with ntitives, 
whose variously colored turbans and 
dresses gave the appearance of a gi- 
gantic boquet of flowers. The roud 
across tho plain was linetl on ono siilu 
with artillery and ou the other with 
native cavalry. Barely ilisceruible in 
tho distance, tho gorgeously' compans- 
oued elephants and quaintly-dressed 
troopers of tho Rajpoot chiefs wore 
grouped round the entrance of tho 
station behind tho narrow and crowd- 
ed streets at tho Native City. At 2 

o'clock procibtjly a royal oiiluto I'lum 

the fort announced the Viceroy's ar- 
rival. In half an hour later another 
salute started the procession. Soon 
the head of the column came in sight. 

THE PUOOESSION. 

First came tho Deputy Assistant 

(Quartermaster-General, next the 
liloveuth Hussars, tho A battery of 
Horse Artillery, gay iu the blue gold 
and silver. Some stail' oilicers follow- 
ed, and then appeared Major Barnes, 
the chief heralil, selected for that im- 
portant post, by reason of his being 
iho biggest officer iu the army. To 
describe his gorgeous dress properly 
would require a vast knowledge of her- 
aldic nomenclature, and he was tho 
cynosure of all tyes and tho glory uf 
the Viceroy. In attendance ou ]\Iiijor 
Barnes were his twelve truuipeter.-s,Kix 
Europeans and six natives, mouutod 
on lino gay horses and riding by 
threes, the Europeans and natives al- 
ternately, like squares in a chess 
hoard. Their dresses were on tho 
same model as that of the Chief Her- 
ald, but inferior in point of splendour. 
I'ollowiiig them came a detachment of 
that splendid body of men, the Body 
Guard — the flower of that native cav- 
alry — and immediately behind, seated 
iu a glittering howdah on the back of 
a magnilieent tusker elephant, .'ippenr- 
ed tho Viceroy and Lady Ly ttuw. A 
gilt umbrella ■was luld owr lliiii- 
heads, and uii iiltoiidiuit soiitcd Ik.- 
hind waved oil imaginary ilies with a 
brush made of yak tail. 

THE VICEREGAL ELEPHANT. 

Was a magnificent tusker, and he ap- 
peared to have a fair idea of his own 

importance. Instead of walking on 
quietly and steadily as a well 
couductod elephant bhould ho 
would iiLsist upon slopping every now 
and thou and taking a look arouml,nur 
could anything persuade him to move 
until he had satisfied his curiosity. As 
the Viceroy passed IMtisjid ho w.is re- 
ceived quietly by the natives; all .sifcui- 
ed excited. But there was no cheer- 
ing. Tho next elephant carried two 
little girls, daughters of the Viceroy, 
who seemed to enjoy tho affair groatl}'. 
Bohiiul them came the remainder of 
the body-giuird and a squadron of thii 
Tenth liussars; then the three Liijiiteii- 
ant-Goveruors each ou an elephant, 
and each attended by his stall'; next 
the members of the Council, the Secre- 
taries to tho Government and tho 
(Jhief Justices of )3engal antl the 
Northwestern Provinces; then solah 
topeoa, looking singularly out of place 
in their judicial robes. Lastly, there 
came a number of native chiefs, rain- 
bow and glittering with gold and sil- 
ver trapping.s. Their attendants, ar- 
rayed in fantastic drosses, formed ii 
confused but pictures(]ue groiq). Tho 
procession wound slowly through tho 
tortuous streets of tho native town, 
and converging from the city reached 
tho ridge and turned toward the north, 
passing along a road lined by tho olo- 
phantuand retainers of tho groat Chieftj 
Sciudiah, liolkar, tho Gaekwar, the 
NizfMU of Mysore and others. Vvlion 
it arrived at tho llagslalT at tho tower 
it turned sharply off to the left, and, 
descending from the ridge, advanced 
up the main street of the Viceroy's 
camp about 5 o'clock. 

IlECEPTION OF THE f'FIIKFS, 

After Lord Lytton was comfortably 
settled in his now quarters, ho began 
tho rGco])tioii of tho native iirintcH and 
chiefs, and during the live last days of 
tbe old year he was visited by over 70 
of fcHdni atfd returned the "oivUa" of 



•10. .\s each chief drove up howassalu- 
tcil by artillery, and thou with his 
attendants ])!issed up the street to tho 
Viceroy's tent, which was lined with 
troops. Iu the open space before the 
Durbar tent, a military baud struck up 
a martdi, and a guard of honor pre- 
sented arms as tho chiefs j^issod into 
tho presence of tho Viceroy. . Tho 
same ceremoni\ft marked his exit, and 
a second salute was fired as he drove 
oil'. It v.'as an amusing and striking 
sight to watuL' the ariivid and depart- 
ure of the vtiiioiis cliieis. Tho con- 
IrasL bftwecii the niagnilicent carriages 
ainl well et|iiij)pcd retiuners of the 
groitt chiefs, ami tho fjhabby vehicles 
and raggeil fcdlowing' of the petty Hill 
Uiijahs was very remarkable. Sciii- 
ili.in (111(1 J lolkar drove up each attend- 
ed ;is beciiuui .Maliratta chiefs, by ii 
saiall hut soldier-liku l)oily of lant^eis; 
a body of fairly-mounted cuirassiers 
csi'urU d tho Maharajah of Cashmere; 
ami troopers ou camels preceded the 
j)lain c-luse carriage of tho Begum of 
Plujbal. Beind her came ten or twelve 
hoi si-'uiDii , and at the end of tho pro- 
ci'S.sioii a miserable oKl man, riding an 
equally miserable ])ony; now and then 
a chief came up with troops iu which 
seemed to be cast oft' British uniforms, 
then a body guard clad with chain 
armour carried the imagination back 
to tlie middle ages, only to be speedily 
recalled to the present by tho appear- 
ance of a motley troop representing 
every possible military type, and show- 
ing iu their equipment that 

MISTnilE OF Sl'I.ENDOIl ANIJ SQI AI.OR. 

So cliaracteristic of thel'jast. As each 
chief ali!,dited, ho was led through a 
prettily fitted drav>-ing.room tent, to 
lUu i>ui bat loom. XLiis was a large 
and roomy tent, and opposite the door 
was placed the Viceroy's state chair, 
surniouiitt'd by a portrait of tho Qacn. 

the Vict^roy's li^ht w;ts a chitir for 
tho chief, and stretching il;ei.'' e to the 
door chairs for his alteiid'tut iiobh-s. 
Tho vice regtil stall' were arriiiigcd on 
the left, and behind those a ^'uard of 
honor of the Nmety-socond Highland- 
ers. The niaiiner of ret^epliuu varied 
according to iho visitor's rank. The 
Viceroy titlvanced to tho furthest ex. 
treiuity of the roil carpet to meet each 
of the greater princes; tho chiefs of 
lt,sa exalted iiositiou were met half 
wa}' between tho throne and tho door: 
next were tho>(; welcomed at the foot 
of the stejjS of tho throne; l)eneath 
tlieso those for whom tho Viceroy 
simply rose; and lastly, those with 
whom ho shook hands without leaving 
his chair. A short conversation fol- 
Itjwed oiicli reception, and then tho 
atteniliiiil nubles were i)resent( (.1, (;ach 
laying before tiie ^'ieeroy nuzzer or 
oll'eriug, wh.ch was touched iu token 
of acceplauco. Tho Viceroy's gifts 
were thou brought in a'nd spread on 
the ground, and next two servants in 
liveries approached bringiii;,' a vessel 
att.-;r of roses, wliicli Lord Lytton 
iiiiiided to t!io cliiei' a.s a signal that 
the inteiview i.-i at an end, and the vis- 
itor backed out of theViceregal pres- 
ence with a series of low salaams, to 
iiiaire room for another. Swords, 
iiieihils, ill;,' ;, and decorations uf var- 
i:)us sorts were the presents made by 
tho N'iceroy, and the native potentates 
left articles of gold, silver and ivory 
as memoutas of tho occasion. 

TUE CEBE-MONV OF PROCLAMATION 

Ocoiirrodon January Slst. In a mag- 
nilu:ont tent, erected for the purposo, 
the (diiefs and notabilities of lesser 
ilc'^ree fust assembled, ami took the 
p'a ■( s indicated to them ;;s Huitablo 
lor tilt ir rank. Cireatbodies of troo])s, 
drawn up in long lines, and represen l- 
ing ill their ranks nearly all the regi- 
ments in i lulia, guarded the entrance 
wiiy. Iiisiilo til',' enlranco was set a 
dais, u|)<Mi wiiieii the X'iceregal throne 
was jilaced; this throne was a wcndor 
of gilding and blue silk, and was 
adorned with the insignia of the Star 
ol lieliii. On.the dais, and cither 
side 'if tho throne, tiio great Oilicers 
of '.lu,' J'^iiij}iro weri! rangcil, while in 
front placeH were lixed for the Priiuu'.s, 
M;tliarajalis and II ijahi< of tUo highest 
ol tho lushest rank. To avoid aay- 
t liing like unseemly hurry or difficulty 
as regtirils precedent, the timo at 
wliieli eiich Prince should arrive was 
settled, ami in this carefully 
arr.-mged way they were received 
with all tho honors duo in 
their exalted rank. Biding up to 
the ontranco of tho groat Durbar tent, 
attended by their own lotaincrs, and 
aecoiiipiiiiied in every case by tho po- 
litical residents who live at, lluir res- 
pective courts, they aliu;hted, while 
bands played, troops presented arms, 
and attendants appointed for the pur- 
pose received them at the entrance, 
riicn, with all state, they advanced up 
the side of the tent,

and great in India. From Siam came 
tho Ambassador of tho King; from 
Cashmere tho Maharajah himself; tho 
Amoer of Ail'ghauistan sent a repre- 
sentative, and Sir Jung Bahadoor was 
present from Nepaul. The little Niz- 
am of Hyderabatl, Prince of Walos; 
tho jMaharajah of Mysore and tho 
Gulcowar of Baroda, the Prince of 
Arcot and the Meliurajah of Travan- 
eore, ticindiah, Holkar, Oodeyporo, 
Jeypore, Jheend; tho Eajahs of Ul- 
war, Bhurtpore, Kishsenurh , Bulrain- 
poro, Shallawar, Booudeo, tho Kero- 
wiee; the Nawabo of Tonk, Bliawal- 
pore, and Kowah — were there, with 
lU'iny another ono of equal note, till 
the eyes rested upon tho representa- 
tives of the whole empire over which 
English rule extends, grouped in a 
aemi-circle in front of (he throne. Be- 
hind hiiu the vast amphitheatre was 
llUed with tho foreign embassies and 
the native nobility and gentry who 
had received invitations and further 
ill the rear was the vast concourse of 
ceremony. The great asseinblago was 
encircled by an unbroken lino of ele- 
phants with gorgeous trappings, and

A SCENE j OP DNPnEOEDENTED BRILLIANCY 
AND SPLENDOR. 

To the south of tho dias 15,000 
troops were drawn uj) under arms, in- 
cluding contingents from the Madras 
and Bombay armies and tho Punjab 
frontier force. To tho north wero 
ranged the minor chiefs, with their 
troops and retinues. The Viceroy ar- 
rived at tho camp about half-past 12, 
and at once ascended tho throne. His 
Excellency's arrival was heralded by 
flourishing of trumpets and by a fan- 
faro iroiu tho masticd bands of the var- 
ious regiments present. A grand march 
was played, followed by the National 
Anthem. Then silence having been 
proclainietl,tho blast of heralds' truin- 
])ets was heard, and tho Chief Herald, 
Major Barues.of gigantic stature, step- 
ped forward to read the imperial pi'o- 
(damation, his costumes, rich in gold 
and other adornments, out-daz- 
zling even tho barbaric splendors 
of the native miigoates.

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GEEAT BRITAIN'S POSITION. 



Tho savere criticism to wbioh the 
Qnoen's Speech has been Bubjeoted in 
Pailiament Bbowa that the Liberal lead- 
ers are disposed to make a pnrty question 
of the Eastern entanglemcuts, luul that 
they will attempt, by attacking tho E.it,t- 
ern policy of tho Government, to over- 
throw it. The Marqnis of Siilisbury.wbose 
nttitudoat tho Couferonco aflbrded in- 
tonso Hatisfrtction to nwa\ Englishmen, 
was rocoived iu tho House of Lords wilh 
Opi>of itinn cheers; but there is as yet no 
conlu-ination of tho teleRraphic report 
that ho has .luarrcled with the Premier, 
and is about to withdraw from tho Cabi- 
net. Tho attitude of the Earl of Bea- 
consfleld and Lord Derby in the Lords, 
and of Sir Stafford Northcoto in tho Com- 
mons, was anything but conciliatory, and 
from their remarks wo observe no evi- 
dence of a ch.'ingo of policy. Tho posi- 
tion of Groat Britain is one of watchful 
neutralitv. While anxious for pcjaco she 
is prepared for war at au hoar's notice; 
aud it will fare hard with the nation that 
wantonlv provokes an encounter. At this 
time tho feeling of tho British peoplo is 
averse to war; but events may transpire at 
any moment in tho East that will a rouse 
the war-spirit of the nation and precipi- 
tate a conflict. _

Speaking of tho recent promotion of 
Prince Leiuingon to tho rank of Admiral 
ia the British Navy, the Loudon Exami- 
ner says: — "On this piiuciple, tho engine 
driver iu a great railway accident should 
bo immediately uiado director of tho com 
pauy." It will bo romembered that Prince 
Leiningen was in commanil of the Queen's 
yacht at thy time of the uufortiinatn Su- 
ient disaster. Piince Ernest Leiningen 
is a cousin of Queen Victoria, ai.d was 
boru in 1830, succeeding to tuo title of 
his father ou the luttor's deatli in 185(1. 
liia po-itiou as captiau of tho Queen's 
yacht was of course a merely honorary 
one. As the .Examiner says, it reuiaius to 
be Hoen whetlior, iu cas<3 of w.tr, i'rinci! 
Leiningen will prove us formidable to 
iroQclaiisas to pleasure yachis. 

It was annouucod a few weeks ago that 
the only son of an Iri-ih Peer had enlist- 
ed into a cavalry regiment. Lord Bore 
haven was iho individual referred to, and 
tho regiment was tho 2ud Life Guards, in 
which his Lordship remains, ami lias 
reiieutly been promoted to tho rank of 
corporal. 

'iho Bev. Dr. Punshon has recovered 
his health, aud is at work again. 

Tho London correspondent of the Scots 
wa/i says: — "I learn on good authority 
that Palestine is virtually in tho market, 
and may at any moment become tho pro- 
perty of tho highest bidder. I am in- 
formed that an Armenian has arrived in 
Loudon with power from the Turliish 
Government to negotiate the salo of tho 
Holy Laud. 

The fashion of weoring bracelets is ra- 
pidly making its way in London. The 
Duke oi EJiuburgli's own bracelet is a 
chain cable of {{old tightly riveted round 
the wrist, but in tome cases these mana- 
cles are luoso like a lady's. 

Priuco Birmurck has established it aa a 
principle that uo oilicial of the Foreign 
Ofiice cau marry a foreigner. The Prince 
reasons thus— a husband is sure to tell 
his wife and the w ife to tell some one of 
her country women. 

The explanation given of tho alleged 
hoax by which her Majesty's ship Gos- 
hawk WU8 recently dispatched to Gibral- 
tar from Queenstown is that the telegraph 
clerk mistook the word "Galway," writ- 
ten by tho Secretary to the First Lord of 
tho Adiuiraity— perhaps not too legibly— 
for "(iibrnltar." 

The sworn circulation of the London 
Daili/ Telegraph is now i2(JO,;)17 un iin 
average each day. This ia the largest fig- 
ure over reached by any daily newspaper 
liormanontly, and ti«e fact that this daily 
av(!rago has been attained for five BUo- 
cussive months shows that it is a perma- 
nent circuliition. 

Victoria Mclili is the pretty name that 
has been choseii for the inhint daughter 
of tho Duke and JJuchess of Edinburgh. 

Princess Louise is said to have design- 
ed the Arctic modal. 

On all sides, says tlio Telejraph,\i is bo- 
liovod that llussia will avoiu the fatal 
mibtake of tho last war and refuse to bo 
stopped by either Silibtii.i, llnstchnk, or 
Shnnila; that she will — at great coht, no 
doubt— content herself with making these 
important strongholds aud will i)U:ih for- 
ward as rapidly as poisibly towards tiie 
goal of hor ambition, Stamboul.

On Christmas Day tho boy slab- 
bed his sister behind tho ear with a largo 
crochet noodlo, ond but for timely assibt- 
unco the child would have bled to death. 

Queen Victoria now stands fifth on tho 
roll of tho Mouarchs of England for 
length of reign. She has reigned nearly 
I'orly years; tho-so who precede her are 
Elizabeth, who reigned forty-four years 
and over; Edward the Third, nearly fifty 
years aud a half; Henry the Third, flfty- 
six years and over; and George the Third 
nearly sixty years. 

Tho crystal palace at Sydenham, Eng., 
has the largest clock in tlio worlil. The 
dial is forty feet in diameter. The hands, 
with their counterpoises, weigh nearly a 
ipiartor of n ton; the minute hand mea- 
sures ninetoon feet in length, and moves 
half an inch at every boat of the pendu- 
lum. The distance travelled by the point 
of the minnte hand is nearly four miles a 
week.

A Stormy Meeting of Subscribers. 



A meeting of the subscriber.s to tho 
Royal Hospital fund was convened at 
3 o clock yesterday afternoon at tho Town 
Hall in obedience to tho call of the Presi- 
dent of tho Board of Directors. The at- 
teudauco was large, tho room being pack- 
ed. 

Jlr. McLean, President of the 15oard 
of Hospital Directors road tho call of the 
meeting aa well as tho authority conferr- 
ed on him by tho By-laws for convening 
the mooting. He then proceeded to state 
that grave irregularities bad occurred at 
tho Hoipital and he had felt it to be bis 
duty to call tho sub.scribers together. Ho 
rolerred to the lukewnrmnoas with 
which Hospital matters were for- 
merly regarded, and contrasted for- 
mer mortgro meetings with tho largo 
number in attendance to-day. Ho con- 
trasted the present flnanoiol condition of 
of tho Hospital with its condition former- 
ly; also alluding to tho improved condi- 
tion of tho Hospital and tho light expense 
at which the institution is now caaried 
on. Mr. McNab, tho late Supori.iten- 
dont, was iu tho habit of getting drunk. 

Mr. Joukinson — We don't want a lec- 
ture.

Dr. Jackson— I beg your pardon, I am.

Mv. McLean road the chargos of beiug 
drunk iigaiust McNab, of assaitltiug tho 
nur=o and of giving dauciui,' parties, there- 
by violating tho rules of tho Board. Mr. 
McNab had acknowledged tho last two 
charges. 

Mr. McNab— I did nothing of the kind. 
Mr. McLean— -You did, and you ack- 
nowledged you were in the habit of taking 
a taste, but not of getting drunk. 

Mr. A. Wilson sold that some time ago 
the investigating coinmittoo was culled to 
tho hospital to investigate certain charges. 
They found the steward drunk and dis- 
charged him, and their action was sus- 
tained. Mr.McNab refused to resign when 
asked. A portion of the directors were in 
favor pf accepting an apology from him 
auil a majority of tho Bii.ird favored an 
investigation at McNab's request. The 
matter was finally referred to an outsiilo 
committee who made a report, arid the 
objeetofthis meeting was to find cmt 
whether a minority of tho Board kIiouKI Ijd 
sustained or not. No man given to drink 
or drunkenness ought to be employed 
in that Hospital. [Applause.] The ob- 
ject of this meetiuK was to find out whe- 
ther the Board of Directors was sustained 
or not. 

Mr. Kelly— Why was tho outsido coni- 
mitteo called, uiilosa the whole Board 
agreed to agree to their decision. There 
ought to be no appeal. 

l)r. Jackson— The Board of Directors 
havo settled tho matter and there is no ap- 
peal. 

Mr. Jones moved that tho report of tho 
outsido committee be read. [Hear. J 

Mr. McLean said that ke could not hear 
anything from Dr. Jackson as he was not 
a Bub«cribor. 

Mr. Gray would like to hear a state- 
ment from tho majority of the Board of 
Directors. 

Mr. Grancini, roproseotiug a majority 
of the Board, said that the investigating 
committee bad dismissed Mr. MoNab and 
he had asked for an investigation, present 
ing a petition from 17 or 18 patients ask- 
ing for hia retention. Tho Board decided 
to let him resign, but he declined to do 
so and he (Mr. Q.) and Mr. IBurus made 
inquiries and found that tho action of the 
committee had been rather hasty. An- 
other mooting of the Board was held and 
it was decided that 5 disiuterosted gentle- 
men should bo a-sked to hear tho charges 
and report to tho Board. This committee 
held an investigation and reported. 

Tho Secretary (Mr. Itobinson] here 
road the report of the Cummittee which 
found that McNab had been guilty of ser- 
ious indiscretions, but in view of previous 
good conduct tho Comraittoo proposed 
that he be reinstalad at tho end of two 
months if he apologized for his miscon- 
duct. 

Mr. Grancini said that the report w as 
accepted by a majority of the B.mrd, and 
that was supposed to be an end of the 
matter. The question was whether in tho 
Board of Directors the majority or the 
minority should rule. McNab had done 
great good to tho llospitiil. ^Mr. Mc- 
Lean was not infalliblu. Ho (Mi. (i.) 
had never met anyone who was; and it 
was .scarcely fair to have published tho 
letters in the papers this morning (cheers) 
There was some truth in tbe letters, but 
not all the truth. One of tho writers was 
a (clergyman. Would it not luive been 
more liecoming to his cloth if lie had tried 
to refin-m Mr. McNab before he blastsd 
his character ? (cheers.) 

Mr. Jenkinson— Who had those letters 
published ? 

Mr. Jones — Bev. Basket's letter was 
never read to the Board. 

Mr. li. Jenkinson — Tho majority ought 
to rule. Were two men to run tho Hospi- 
tal against eight ? He moved that tho 
action of the Board bo endorsed. 

Mr. Goo Jlansell— I move we adjourn. 
Mr. Jenkinson — I move wo adjourn. 
Mr. McLean rose to speak. 
Dr. Jackson — We have beard enough. 
Mr. Fell rose. He was internpted by 
loud cries of "sit down," "adjourn," 
etc. 

Mr. Foil— Is this a meeting of Englisb- 
moii V It showed there was something 
rotten in tbo State of Denmark when such 
a state of things prevailed. 

A Voice— This ain't Denmark (laugh- 
ter.)

LAST NtGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
WAsniNQTON, Fob. 12.— The World's 

Washington speoial saj's not a fow Demo- 
crats arc indignant over what thoy believe 
to bo a plain violation of the spirit aud 
leLter of the law creating the commission. 
They favor continuing the rocess of the 
house from day to day until tho timo ex- 
pires in which tho President can bo de- 
clared elected by the Joint Convention. 
Others favor a resolution requesting the 
Democratic members of the commission 
to withdraw from the tribunal. Neither 
will probably bo successful and Louisiana 
will bo counted for Hayes. 

Washi.nutok, Feb. 11. — The President 
to-night iu course of a conversation said 
ho thought it but fair that if a state had 
voted for either Hayes or Tildon tbe full 
vole of such state should bo counted ac- 
conliiig to its polili(;al comploxion. Al- 
though ho hoiied Uayes and Wheeler 
would bo dcidared elected he felt some- 
wlut uncertain as to tho result, because 
ho could not forsoe what would bo done 
in tho case of Louisiana. It would bo re- 
collected that four years ago, alter his 
canvass far ro-election, the two houses 
resolved not to count tbe electoral vote of 
that state. Although tho reasons in tho 
two ciis'S might not bo similar, there 
seemed to be some certainty on tho sub- 
ject. Should tho vote possibly bo ox- 
oludod Hayes and Wheeler would in that 
cuso bo defeated and Tildon and Hen- 
dricks not elected— tbe latter not having 
receivo.l a majority of tbe votes of all the 
electors ui)p(iiutod, and, therefore, the 
election of President would be thrown 
into the House of Bopresentativos, leav- 
ing the Senate to elect the Vice-ProRident ; 
but be this as it might, ho was satLsiled 
there would be no disturbance of tho 
people, as both parties bad committed 
tbe determination of tho disputed points 
to a tribunal constituted for that purpose. 

WAsni.vGTo.N, Fob. 12. — The joint meet- 
ing of Congress resumed its session. The 
two houses separately havo considered 
aud deternaued tho objection submitted 
by a m -mber of the house to tho decision 
of tho conimissiun on tho certitieate from 
the Slate of Florida. Tho clerk of the 
Senate read the decision of the Senate, 
aud that of the House by its clerk. Ferry 
said the two booses not concurring in 
ordering otherwise tho decision of tho 
commission will stand universal. Count- 
ing will now proceed iu conformity with 
tbe decision of the eommiiision. 

Senator .^.llison thereupon announced 
that Florida has giv- n four votes for R. B. 
Hayes as President, and four votes for 
William A. Wheeler as Vioe-Presidenl. 
He then opened the cortificato from tho 
State of Go"r;,'ii, and handed it to the 
tellers. Nu objection to tho vote of 
Georgia being m ido the state was declar- 
ed fU;vou vol<!,H lor Samuel J. Tildon as 
President, and eleven for Thos. A. Hen- 
dricks as Vice-President. Noxt in suc- 
cession were tho Stato.^ of Illinois with 
twenty-one votes for Hayes and Wheeler, 
ludiana with fifteen votes for Tilden and 
Hendricks, Iowa with eleven for Hayes 
and Wheeler, Kansas with live votes for 
Hayes and Wheeler, and Kentucky with 
twelve votes for Tilden and Hendricks, 
rlieii came certiticatta from Louisiana, 
showing eight votes for Hayes and 
Wheeler. The ))re9iding oflicer stated 
that the certilic;ite had been received by 
mail, and a corresponding ono had been 
rec.nved by messenger, Thomas C. An- 
derson, of the lletuiiiiiig Jioard. This 
was luuhenticatod, he being himself one 
of the electors. The certilicatea having 
been read the presiding oflicer handoil 
them to tho tellers. Another certitieate 
from the same state, with a correspond- 
ing ono received by mail, showed eight 
votes for Ti Men and Hendricks. This is 
authenticated by Mclhiery, aa Governor 
of the state. Still a third certificate was 
oiji'iied, and corresponding with one hav- 
ii'i,i,',been received by mail with oightvotes 
for Hayes and Wheeler authenticated l)y 
the Secretary of Slate. McDonald sub- 
milted an objoclion to the Hayos and 
Wlieelcr ci'rt ilieates.

provisions of the treaty, will bo authoriz- 
ed to undertake the work of constructing 
the great canal. It is said this fact ex- 
plains tho sudden purpose recently form- 
ed by Grant to go to Enropo as soon as 
his term of oflico expires. 



Russia UnpreDared for War. 

When the Powers resolved on meeting 
in Conference, noithei'Kni.Lind, Franco, 
Gcriuauy, Italy, nor Austria wanted to 
make war, writes tho Paris correspondent 
of the London Times. Germany bad no 
iiiterests suflicieutly important or imme- 
diate; France was neither willing not 
able; Italy was in tho sanu! position ;aud as 
for England, hor policy might bo not to 
make war for Turkey, but it had certainly 
not changed to the extent of making war 
again,st Turkey. It was tho same wilh 
Austria, who might, indeed, have resisted 
tho opinion of lluogary.who was pressing 
her to make war for Turkey. 

Thus, of tbe six conferring Powers, five 
would not or could not make war; and 
these live Powers had no other means of 
acting on tho Porte but by a moral 
pressure. Since then everybody knows 
what has passed. All know what disap- 
pointments Kus.sia oxporiouced. She 
mobilized her troops, Onoo more peo- 
ple have perceived that at present, as it 
was twenty-live j enra ago, as it was soven- 
ty-tive years ago, Russia is tho paradise of 
provursoating eontraotors, who build 
splendid hotels in the most elegant quar- 
ters of Paris on the profits of tho stores 
thoy did not supply to tho Russian army. 
Once more it has boen scon that tho Rtis- 
siiiii arsenals wanted cannon, and tho can- 
non wanted powder ; that tho army was 
badly fed, clad, and armed; that tho Em- 
peror Nicholas, if he again inspected the 
mobilized troops, would return to his 
tomb, killed by dismay at having thought 
that: his wdiolo army resembled tho su- 
perb specimens that wo.vo. paraded before 
him in tho grand reviews wdiich were his 
passion.
